Total unemployment during February 1980 was 
estimated at 169,000 persons, or 6.1 per cent of 
the labour force.

2e The survey Is based on a multi-stage 
area sample of private dwellings ‘about 6,500 
houses, flats, etc.) and non-private dwellings 
(hotels, motels, etc.) and covers about one half 
of one per cent of the Victorian population. 
The information Is obtained from the occupants 
of selected dwellings by carefully chosen and 
specially tralned intervlewers. The Interviews 
are generally conducted during the two weeks 
beginning on the Monday between the 6th and the 
12th of each menth. Because of operational 
probiems arising from the Christmas and New Year 
holidays the December surveys commence a week 
earlier than usual (with most Interviews being 
conducted during the second week) and the 
January surveys commence a week later Than 
usual. The information obtained relates to the 
week prior to the interview (i.e., 
week}.

Relfabllity of estimates 
Be Since the estimates fn this publication 


Part-time workers 


are based on Information obtained from occupants 
of a sample of dwellings they, and the movements 
der[ved from them, are subject to sampling 
variability; that is, they may differ from the 
figures that would have been produced if all 
dwellings had been included in the survey. One 
measure of the likely difference is given by the 
standard error, which indicates the extent to 
which an estimate might have varied by chance 
because only a sample of dwellings was Included 
in the survey. There are about two chances In 
three that a sample estimate will differ by less 
than one standard error from the figure that 
would have been obtained If all dwellings had 
been included fn the survey, and about nineteen 
chances in twenty that the difference wilt! be 
less than two standard errors. Standard errors 
of survey astimates and month to month movements 
are shown at the foot of page 8.
